ARREST AFTER 

FOUND 


A MAN has been arrested in connection with 
the discovery of a body in Barking last month. 

The 39-year-old man was arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of perverting the course of justice last 
Thursday and was taken to an east London 
police station. He has been released on bail 
pending further enquiries. 

Police were called by paramedics after the 


body of a man in his early 20s was found in 
Cooke Street, Barking, at approximately 
4.20am on Thursday, June 19. 

A post-mortem has proved inconclusive and 
police are awaiting for the result of toxicology 
tests. 

Officers are still trying to determine the 
identify of the man and trace his next of kin. 


Supt Mike Hamer, of Barking and 
Dagenham Police, said: “I am appealing for 
anyone who was in the area of Cooke Street 
and may have seen anything unusual to speak 
to police.

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Arrests 
made in 
police 
operation 

TWENTY-ONE arrests were 
made in Barking and 
Dagenham during a police 
operation last week. 

The suspects were arrested 
for a range of offences includ¬ 
ing drug possession and han¬ 
dling stolen goods while three 
people were arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of carrying knives last 
Wednesday. 

The operation involved more 
than 5,800 officers from all 32 
London boroughs, roads and 
traffic police and specialist 
crime units including 
Territorial Support Group, 
Trident, and the Flying Squad. 

Detective Inspector Lee 
Osborne, from Barking and 
Dagenham Police, said: “The 
borough is safe, but through 
operations like this we aim not 
only to maintain that safety, but 
to improve upon it.” 

In Barking and Dagenham, 
police and licensing officers 
from trading standards visited 
local mobile phone shops. They 
seized a number of phone 
chargers that did not met 
British Safety Standards. 

Two crime prevention stalls 
were also set up in Barking 
Town Centre and in the 
Eastbury Ward and police were 
on hand to offer advice to shop¬ 
pers and residents about pro¬ 
tecting themselves and their 
valuables. 


Killer begins 
life sentence 


A MAN who stabbed a pregnant 
woman to death in Ilford has been 
jailed for life. 

Farooq Shah, 21, of Station Road, 
Forest Gate, was sentenced to serve a 
minimum of 29 years imprisonment 
for the murder of Mariana Popa in 
October 2013 at Woolwich Crown 
Court last Friday. 

Shah, who was found guilty last 
month, was also jailed for six years to 
run concurrently for a knife-point 
robbery he committed less than an 
hour before murdering Mariana in 
Ilford Lane. Investigating officer, 
Detective Inspector Darren Richards, 
said: “Shah has never given any rea¬ 
son or expressed any remorse for 
killing Mariana. He’s given no reason 
because there was no reason other 
than he had armed himself with a 
knife and was prepared to use it that 
night. 

“First he threatened a vulnerable 
man for his phone, then he attacked 
Mariana, thinking they were alone.” 

The court heard that 24-year-old 
Mariana arrived in the UK only a few 
weeks before her murder. 

Mariana, a Romanian mother of one 
young daughter, was a sex worker and 
had been spoken to by police three 
times and issued with a caution for 
soliciting on the night she died. 

Officers were called in by para¬ 
medics shortly after midnight when 
Mariana was found with multiple stab 
wounds in Ilford Lane, near Loxford 
Lane on Tuesday, October 29.

Mariana was taken to an east 
London hospital where she died just 
before 2am. A post-mortem revealed 
that she died as a result of shock and 
haemorrhage and stab wounds to her 
chest.During their investigations into 
the case, detectives trawled through 
400 hours of CCTV from cameras 
along the road and managed to find 
footage of the murder taking place. 

The footage showed Ms Popa walk¬ 
ing along with a man and his bicycle. 
The man, later identified as Shah, is 
seen to take a knife from a back pock¬ 
et and stab Mariana twice in the chest. 
He then makes off towards Loxford 
Lane on his bike, while Ms Popa col¬ 
lapsed in a nearby shop doorway. 
Detectives were able to trace the 
attacker to an area around St Francis 
Way and during door-to-door 
enquiries found a bicycle matching 
the description of the one seen in the 
CCTV footage. 

Shah was arrested at the flat and 
officers recovered a bag that matched 
one worn by the killer. 

Police also recovered a Samsung 
Galaxy phone which was later identi¬ 
fied as one Shah had taken after rob¬ 
bing a partially sighted man in his 50s 
at knife-point shortly before 
Mariana's murder. 

Speaking after the case, Mr Richard 
added: “Shah has deprived a young 
daughter of her mother and a family 
of their loved one. I hope that the sen¬ 
tence will bring some sense of justice 
for them.”

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Police who died in the line of 
duty remembered at ceremony

CHINGFORD police officers who died in duty 
have been remembered at a memorial. 

The commissioner of the Metropolitan Police 
Service, Bernard Hogan-Howe, led tributes at a 
memorial garden on Monday, 16 June, to hun¬ 
dreds of officers and staff who have lost their lives 

Four officers have died in Chingford unexpect¬ 
edly while a sergeant from Chingford was mur¬ 
dered in Walthamstow in 2000. 

The service was part of the centenary of the start 
of the First World War and RAF reservist and 
senior aircraftman, PC Martin Wames, laid a 
wreath to pay tribute to officers who died during 
the conflict. 

Commissioner Howe said: “Today is our thir¬ 
teenth annual service of remembrance at the 
memorial here at the Peel Centre, where we 
remember the courage and bravery of all officers 
and staff who have given their lives in the line of 
duty. 

“The Metropolitan Police Service has a proud 
history. I feel that pride every day, when I hear sto¬ 
ries of officers and staff taking huge personal risks 
to protect the public. In upholding the office of 
constable and fulfilling the pledge they made on 
attestation, police officers will often run toward 
danger, not away from it. Sadly this means that 
there are occasions when our colleagues pay the 
ultimate price. 

“It is important that each year we pay tribute to 
those who have died, and remember the sacrifice 
they have made. We will always be indebted to 
them for their service. We should not and will not 
forget them.” 

The first police officer killed in Chingford was 
WRC Thomas Jones, who was killed in a bomb 
explosion while cycling during an enemy air raid 


in 1939. 

Five years later PC Walter Tralau died when his 
bicycle was in collision with a car during a black¬ 
out, 

In 1983, PC Mark Simpkins was killed in a 
police car smash in Chingford while answering an 
emergency call to a bank alarm and the most 
recent death was in 2000 when PS John Laight 
died from a heart attack in the custody suite at 
Chingford Police Station. 

The most prominent case was the murder of 
Sergeant Alan King, from Chingford, who was 
killed on November 29, 1991, by Nicholas 
Vernage. 

Over a week, Vernage killed his girlfriend Lorna 
Bogle, stabbing her 21 times, Javaid Iqbal, who 
disturbing him burgling his flat, and Sgt King, 
who confronted him before being stabbed repeat¬ 
edly in the head, neck and chest. 

The 41-year-old, who was married with four 
children, had been an officer since 1969. 

Speaking of Sgt King, Chief Superintendent 
Alan Stainsby, said: “When you look at his career 
profile, it has the stamp of someone who always 
wanted to be a police officer. Here is a guy who 
could have turned his hand to anything. There is 
not a thing he would not have measured himself 
up against. 

“The tragic circumstances of his death sum up 
the man. He saw something going on and got out 
of his car to deal with it without a thought for any¬ 
thing else." 

The memorial monument was opened by the 
Queen in September 2001. 

In the foyer of New Scotland Yard is the eternal 
flame and Book of Remembrance of Police Staff 
who lost their lives in both World Wars.

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Bank worker 
avoids prison 

Details of wealthy customers accessed 


A £500,000 bank fraudster has 
been ordered to do 90 hours 
unpaid work. 

Le-Keisha Henry-Richards, 
28, of High Road, Leytonstone, 
London, used her position at 
the Threadneedle Street branch 
of NatWest to access the 
confidential bank account 
details of high net worth 
customers. 

The judge at the Old Bailey 
chose not to send her to prison 
and instead handed down a 
two-year suspended prison 
sentence on Monday. 

The court heard how Henry- 
Richards gave information to a 
criminal gang, which used the 
details to take over the 
accounts, before applying for 
new credit cards. The gang then 
used the stolen cards to pur¬ 
chase high value goods and to 
make cash advances which 
totalled £501,033, between 
March and November 2011. 

DCI Perry Stokes, Head said: 
“Henry-Richards abused her 
position of trust within the bank 
by stealing confidential 
customer information which 
ultimately resulted in the theft 
of over £500,000 from 
customer accounts. Today’s 
sentencing sends a clear warn-

THE Queen’s Theatre joins in 
paying tribute to Blackadder 
star Patsy Byrne - who began 
her acting career in 
Hornchurch. 

Ms Byrne, who was 80 when 
she passed away last week, is 
best-known as the comedy 
legend Nursie - dim-witted 
but loveable nursemaid to 
Queen Elizabeth I in the huge¬ 
ly popular television series 
Blackadder II. 

She began her acting career 
in the 1950s at Queens and 
doubled up as stage manager. 

As a member of the Queen’s 
original repertory company, 
The Queen’s Players, her act¬ 


ing credits include Tennessee 
Williams’ A Streetcar Named 
Desire, Pauline and John 
Phillips’ Mayor’s Nest, 
George Farquhar’s The 
Recruiting Officer, Thornton 
Wilder’s Our Town and the 
pantomime Red Riding Hood 
in 1955. 

The Queen’s artistic director 
Bob Carlton previously direct¬ 
ed Ms Byrne at the Belgrade 
theatre, Coventry, where she 
later went on to work. 

He said: “Patsy was a lovely 
lady. She was a highly respect¬ 
ed, extremely experienced 
actress who was very helpful 
to me as a young director and 


had lots of ideas. 

“She also had a terrific 
sense of humour and would 
often have everyone in fits of 
giggles! She was a very warm 
human being and great at what 
she did. Her passing is so sad 
and a huge loss to both the 
acting community and her 
many fans.” 

Ms Byrne was also a member 
of the Royal Shakespeare 
Company and appeared in 
numerous other TV shows. 

Her death follows one week 
after the death of fellow 
Blackadder actor Rik Mayall 
on June 9 who played Lord 
Flashheart.
